SecrioN 1. That all that section of country in {his state ly-
ing north and east of a line beginning on the western shore of
Lake Michigan where the north line of township twenty-one
(21) intersects Lake Michigan, running thence west on said
line to the north-west corner of township twenty-one (21) north,
and range twenty-three (23) cast; thence north on the range
between ranges twenty-two and twenty-three to a point where
the same intersects the eastern shore of Green Bay ; thence
north-easterly along the centre of said bay to the boundary line
between the states of Michigan and Wiscongin ; from thence
southerly along the said line dividing the state of Michigan and
Wisconsin to a point in Lake Michigan where the east and west
line on the north side of town twenty-one north, entended would
intersect the eastern boundary of the state of Wisconsin ; from
thence west to the place of beginning, shall be, and hereby is
